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HAVERHILL town councillors 
have backed planned changes 
to flight paths which will cut 
air traffic over the town and 
force planes to higher alti¬ 
tudes. 

But protests are being lodged 
on behalf of some South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire villages which are 
likely to face increased noise 
disturbance from overhead 
planes if the changes go ahead. 

Members of Haverhill Town Council 
were told by clerk Gordon Mussett that 
the changes are part of a European 
review of air space which will see former 
military air space being made available 
to commercial aircraft. 

Proposed changes to routes for 
Stansted and Luton will mean that some 
planes which currently cross over the 
edge of Haverhill will now fly across the 
Sudbury and Stowmarket areas instead. 

Mr Mussett said: “Basically it is good 
news for Haverhill. The planes that we 
see now at around 2,000 feet will be at 
3,000 feet and those we see at 3,000 feet 
would be at 4,000 feet or above. 

“This was very well received by the 
council. Some villages like Stradishall 
may well see more planes, but generally 
the higher altitudes should reduce noise 
levels.” 

Liberal Democrats on South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council have 
criticised the controversial new plans to 
change the flight paths and stacking 
areas for Luton and Stansted airports. 

They believe these changes are bad 
news for some of the most attractive and 
tranquil parts of Cambridgeshire.

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Counties unite to fight airport growth 


Of greatest concern are the 
stacks over an area stretching 
from Linton to south of New¬ 
market and from Gamlingay to 
the A14 south of Huntingdon. 

John Batchelor, county and 
district councillor for Linton, 
said: “These proposals are a real 
threat to the quality of life for the 
people of the 11 villages I 
represent and are unacceptable 
and unnecessary 
“If queuing on approaches to 
the airports is needed then there 
is no good reason why these 


aircraft should not be held over 
the sea rather than over our 
homes.” 

■ Six local authorities have join¬ 
ed forces to oppose plans for a 
second runway at the UK’s third- 
busiest airport, Stansted. 

Essex, Hertfordshire and 
Suffolk county councils, and 
Braintree, East Hertfordshire 
and Uttlesford district council 
said they would “vigorously 
campaign” against the expansion 
plans announced by airport 
owner BAA last week which they 


fear would put an “unbearable 
strain” on local services. 

The campaigners said they 
were forming a cross-party group 
called Councils Opposing a 2nd 
Runway (COo) and called on the 
Government To “totally rethink” 
its aviation strategy 

Essex County Council leader 
Lord Hanningfield, said: “C02 
will be a powerful force that 
will campaign on behalf of 
local residents to oppose this 
unwanted and unnecessary 
runway” 


BAA has asked local planners 
at Uttlesford District Council for 
permission to build the new 
runway and a second terminal. 

If approved, the £2.5 billion 
development would open in 2015 
and serve 68 million passengers a 
year by around 2030. 

Matthew Knowles, spokes¬ 
man for the Society of British 
Aerospace Companies, said the 
expansion was to meet public 
demand and the industry was 
working on making Hying 
much cleaner and quieter.

A DJ is offering a £250 reward 
for information leading to the 
recovery of his disco equip¬ 
ment, which was stolen from 
outside a pub.

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Force cops for &10k lost’ gear 


WEAPONS, uniforms, 
batons, bikes, hand¬ 
cuffs and underwear 
are among items stol¬ 
en from under the 
noses of police. 

The bill for the 
hundreds of missing 
items runs into thous¬ 
ands of pounds, prom¬ 
pting calls for the 
“short-changed” Cam¬ 
bridgeshire force to 
take heed of its own 
crime prevention tips. 

The list of missing 
items valued at £10,000 
includes cycles worth 
£4,000, £1,000 of police 
clothing and a £55 bott¬ 
le of aftershave. The 
underwear which was 
stolen has not been 
valued. A £46 knife 
was also reported lost. 

The goods all dis¬ 
appeared from police 
premises including 
stations, station car 
parks and patrol cars. 

Officers have lost 
£4,000 of equipment 
including 42 torches 
worth £1,000, batons 
costing a total of 
£1,300, 45 sets of 

handcuffs valued at 
£675, 10 utility belts at 
£10 each and 14 leg 
restraints worth £100. 

Driving licences, ID 
cards, wallets, bags, 
mobile phones, credit 
cards, jewellery, books, 
tools, a power drill and 
car registration plates 
have also been stolen.

using the Freedom of 
Information Act, cov¬ 
ers thefts and losses 
over three years. 

Police have been 
told by a pressure 
group to take heed of 
its own crime pre¬ 
vention advice, esp¬ 
ecially after Chief 
Constable Julie Spen¬ 
ce said her force had 
been “short-changed” 
by the Government. 

Mrs Spence called 
for an additional

Matthew Elliott, 
chief executive of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “It is obviously 
worrying that so 
much is being stolen. 

“Not only do we 
hear regularly that the 
public should be tak¬ 
ing better care of their 
belongings, but this is 
surely more important 
when every penny of 
the police budget is 
urgently needed to 


fight crime. Each of 
these losses means 
less money spent on 
catching criminals. 

“For a cash-strapped 
force like Cambridge¬ 
shire it is more imp¬ 
ortant to take care of 
resources.” 

A police spokesman 
said: “Items of equip¬ 
ment can be damaged 
or misplaced during 
operational work. 
Items are recorded as 
lost when a replace¬ 
ment is provided. This 
process is monitored.” 

A police inform¬ 
ation officer said not 
all of the items stolen 
were police property, 
but were taken from 
police premises.

County’s £2 2m 
bill for Gaines 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE could be 
robbed of nearly £22 million to 
pay for the London Olympics. 

Liberal Democrats have done an 
analysis of the full cost of the 
Government’s raid on the National 
Lottery fund to pay for the Games. 

It shows that community and 
sporting projects in Cambridge alone 
could lose £9,296,012 while the county 
generally could be left short by almost 
£22 million. 

Neighbouring constituencies in 
Suffolk, Essex, Bedfordshire and Hert¬ 
fordshire could miss out on more than 
£2 million. 

Don Foster, the Lib Dem Culture and 
Sport spokesman, said the Govern¬ 
ment’s own projections show £2 billion 
will be taken from lottery funds in the 
run up to the Olympic Games. 

He said at current levels of lottery 
spending, every constituency in the 
country stands to lose out on hundreds 
of thousands of pounds. The party had 
taken the amount given to each constit¬ 
uency in the country as a percentage of 
the total National Lottery grants and 
then broken down the £2 billion 
earmarked out of mainstream lottery 
funding between each area. 

This shows that Cambridge, which 
has received 0.46 per cent of the total so 
far, would miss out on £9,296,012. 

Cambridgeshire North-East (0.05 per 
cent) would lose £1,026,419; Cambridge¬ 
shire North-West (0.08 per cent) 
£1,512,210; Cambridgeshire South (0.25 
per cent) £4,983,510; Huntingdon (0.04 
per cent) £894,417; and Peterborough

(0.11 per cent) £2,267,139. 

That amounts to a total raid on the 
county of £21,816,009. 

Mr Foster said: “The whole country 
wants to see a successful Olympics but 
it should not be at any cost. These 
figures raise serious concerns about the 
impact the budget overspend is going to 
have on good causes in every region. 

“One of the strengths of the London 
2012 Olympic bid was its commitment to 
bring benefits to the whole country. We 
now need a renewed effort to ensure 
that actually happens.” 

Former Tory Shadow Culture and 
Sport Minister Malcolm Moss, MP for 
Cambridgeshire North East, said: “We 
have been warning for some time that 
the way the Government is siphoning 
off lottery cash from important local 
projects to pay for the Olympics is 
damaging. 

“These latest figures are further 
evidence of the harmful effect on 
community, culture and sporting 
projects across the country that this is 
having.” 

Shadow Culture Secretary, Jeremy 
Hunt said: “These figures highlight the 
importance of returning the lottery to 
the four good causes, so in future the 
Government cannot raid the lottery to 
cover up their own financial incomp¬ 
etence.”

HAVERHILL’S big 
business awards got off 
to a red hot start this 
week when the unique 
trophies awarded to the 
winners were cast at a 
local foundry - as local 
firms begin vying to 
carry them off. 

The striking 12 cast 
aluminium trophies awarded 
to the winners of each 
category in the Chamber of 
Commerce CB9 Haverhill 
Business awards, organised 
in association with the 
Haverhill Weekly News, will 
be handed out at a glittering 
Gala Ball to be held at 
Chilford Hall, Linton, on 
Saturday May 17. 

Taylor’s Foundry in 
Hollands Road is one of 
Haverhill’s most long- 
established companies and 
Chairman Gerry Taylor is 
proud to be associated with 
the new upsurge in the 
town’s economy and the 
Chamber’s awards. A logo 
for Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce was designed by 
Castle Manor Business and 
Enterprise College pupil 
Robert Connor when the 
Chamber reformed in 2004. 
His design was used for the 
cast aluminium trophies 
which were presented to the 
winners at the inaugural 
business awards ball in May 
2005. 

Now the furnace is hotting 
up again to produce the 2008

trophies, which will he 
handed out to the winners of 
the 12 categories at this 
year’s glittering gala ball to 
be held at Chilford Hall, 
Linton on Saturday May 17. 
Companies are encouraged 
to enter themselves or 
nominate others for the 
awards before the closing 
date of Monday March 31. 
Gerry Taylor said the 
trophies, which weigh about 
1.5 kilos, are cast in two parts 
which are later joined 
together, are cast at a 
temperature of around 750 
degrees centigrade, with the 
liquid aluminium poured 
into a sand mould, using 


runners and risers to ensure 
that there are no air bubbles 
or spaces. Once carefully 
removed from the moulds, 
they are hand-finished and 
sand-blasted, then powder 
coated by Eric Patterson, 
also in Haverhill. 

Recycled aluminium 
ingots are used to make the 
trophies and all left over 
parts are recycled, so that 
there is no wastage. Gerry 
said the trophies were tricky 
to produce because of the big 
difference in dimensions 
from the main section to the 
outer webbing. 

Gerry said: “Chamber 
Chairman Paul Donno 


knows the work we do here 
and asked us to produce the 
first ones, which we were 
happy to do, and we looked 
forward to doing some for 
the next awards. So much 
business has gone abroad 
that we’ve had to use our 
skills for lots of one-off 
pieces. 

“I am just one of those 
who defends Haverhill from 
people who like to knock it 
and I think it is fantastic that 
there are enthusiastic people 
around to make things like 
the awards happen.”

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Council defends its officers’ 
‘modest’ trips around world

GLOBE-TROTTING 
council officers clocked 
up around 70,000 miles 
on trips abroad as far 
afield as America and 
the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates last year. 

A Freedom of Information 
(FOI) request by our sister 
paper, the Cambridge Even¬ 
ing News , has revealed staff 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council travelled all over the 
world on 32 visits in 2007. 

Excursions included a 
trip to New York to recruit 
social workers, a visit for an 
adoption case in Connect¬ 
icut, a conference in Greece, 
and looking at engineering 
firm Atkins’ global design 
centre in Dubai. 

Staff also went to the 
Swedish city of Malmo six 
times. 

Two-thirds of the visits 
were made by members of 
the council’s Smartlife pro¬ 
ject, an international scheme 
promoting modern const¬ 
ruction methods, who went 
to meetings in Spain, 
Germany, Denmark, France, 


Italy, Norway, Sweden, Bel¬ 
gium and Portugal. 

All except three of the 
visits were externally funded. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council paid 48 per cent of 
the £2,014 cost of sending 
four staff to leper, Belgium, 
for a conference, the same 
proportion of a trip to 
Eindhoven in Holland which 


cost £302, and £700 costs for 
fuel, parking and living 
expenses were incurred 
during the New York visit. 

The authority defended the 
number of trips, saying they 
had pulled £6 million into 
Cambridgeshire through 
Smartlife and the leper visit 
secured €1 million - a fifth of 
the European funding avail¬ 


able for improving commun¬ 
ity inclusion through IT. 

Officers said the visit to 
New York resulted in four 
social workers being emp¬ 
loyed and it cost less to go to 
America to seek candidates 
than to place an advert in the 
British press. 

Flights and accomm¬ 
odation for the visit were 


paid for by the recruitment 
agency. 

Gordon Jeyes, acting chief 
executive, said: “Considering 
we have a budget of 
£570 million for a region 
which includes a global city, I 
think the amount of travel is 
quite modest. 

“Of the £21,000 spent in 
the last year, only 21 per cent 
of that was funded by tax 
payers.” 

The council said all close 
European trips were made 
by train, Eurostar or Euro¬ 
tunnel and low-cost airlines 
were used wherever possible. 

Liz Stevenson, internat¬ 
ional manager at Smartlife, 
said: “The good thing about 
the visits we were able to 
make to see Swedish build¬ 
ings sites is their environ¬ 
mental construction meth¬ 
ods are tougher than in the 
UK and we know those 
standards will be coming in 
through building regulat¬ 
ions. 

“This is helping us be 
better prepared for that.” 

Cllr David Jenkins, leader 
of the opposition Liberal 
Democrat group, said the 
travel details were “surp¬ 
rising” but did not give cause 
for concern. 


Grants 
will help 
wildlife 

WILDLIFE projects in 
Cambridgeshire will use 
£194,000 in grants on 
projects including the 
first phase of creating a 
new forest. 

The county has been 
given the cash over the 
last three years by the 
SITA Trust, through the 
Landfill Communities 
Fund. 

Cambridge University 
will use its grant of 
£25,000 to plant 10 hect¬ 
ares of native woodland 
to mark its 800th anniv¬ 
ersary next year. 

The Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire, North¬ 
amptonshire and Peter¬ 
borough Wildlife Trust 
aims to link two Sites of 
Special Scientific Int¬ 
erest at Gamlingay 
Wood to Waresley and 
Gransden Woods. 

This is the first phase 
of the plan for a forest 
in South Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Catherine Weight- 
man, regional biodivers¬ 
ity co-ordinator for 
Natural England, said 
teamwork between a 
range of organisations 
meant they could add to 
the birds, butterflies and 
heathland in the East of 
England.

‘Third of debt clients 
thought of suicide’

A CHARITY helping 
people with debt problems 
has revealed shocking 
figures which show more 
than a third of its clients 
have either tried to take 
their own lives or cont¬ 
emplated suicide before 
seeking help. 

In a survey from Christians 
Against Poverty (CAP), which 
has a centre in Haverhill, more 
than 30 per cent of its clients 
admitted having suicidal 
thoughts. A further five per cent 
had actually attempted to commit 
suicide before turning to the 
charity for help. 

CAP also revealed that 78 per 
cent of all clients confessed to 
living in fear as a result of debt, 
with the threat of bailiffs, house 
repossession and evictions just 
some of the negative conse¬ 
quences of a life spent struggling 
to make repayments. 

The local CAP centre has been 
open for two and a half years and

Yank tank gets German edge 


WHEN the Chrysler 300C 
was introduced to the UK in 
2005 its maker admitted it 
was taking a gamble. Here 
was an American car aiming 
for a share of the European 
quality car market. 

Since launch, steady sales and a 
growing following has meant the 
car has hung on by its toes and has 
even begun to climb the rock face. 
This latest model sees a shift of em¬ 
phasis though. The 300C is moving 
away from its transatlantic roots, it 
would seem, and embracing the 
European image of a quality car. 

Most of the changes are cos¬ 
metic, apart from the revisions to 
the engine range. The interior is 
darker, the leatherwork has gained 
in quality and there are touches of 
stage lighting introduced around 
the central drinks holders and the 
door pockets. 

Outside, the changes are mainly 
to the rear while the front end 
retains its distinct similarity to a 
Bentley. A pronounced lip has been 
added to the boot lid and the rear 
light clusters have been redesigned 
and repositioned. But does the 
introduction of some German

gloom and quality make it a true 
rival for Mercedes, Audi and BMW? 

Somehow I think not. Its ultimate 
trump card - sheer value for money 
None of its rivals incorporate self¬ 
levelling suspension as part of the 
standard deal. You also get xenon 
headlamps, leather-trimmed 
seating, and rear parking assist in 
the basic price of £27,495. Nearest to 
this is Saab at £30,630, Volvo S80 at 
£34,453 and then Audi A6 at £35,967. 

In a sense the 300C is a wolf in 
sheeps’ clothing. Mercedes, until 
recently a partner of Chrysler, still 
has links with the American 
manufacturer. The 3.0-litre V6 CRD 
engine fitted to the 300C range is 
based on Merc technology and, as I 
found when driving, it wafts the 
300C along with consummate ease.

motorway cruising. What you don’t 
get is the kudos and halo effect of 
an Audi, Merc or BMW badge. The 
handling is slightly fidgety at low 
speeds on the back roads, but once 
out at sea it handles very nicely. 

Its huge size and shallow 
windows make the extremities of 
the car difficult to see but, on the 
plus side, there is considerable 
space for the passengers to stretch 
out legs and relax the shoulders. 

The revisions now make the 
engine choice simple. You either 
get the 3.0-litre diesel or you can go 


for the 6.1 V8 Hemi petrol engine 
which produces a huge 425bhp. 

BASICALLY... 

A large and comfortable 
transatlantic design which has now 
discovered that a discreet approach 
pays over brashness when it comes 
to selling in Europe. I don’t think 
German quality makers are going 
to lose sleep over it, but buyers 
looking for sheer value will con¬ 
tinue to boost sales.

UK is in dire need of some 
clear long-term road plans 


THERE has been little improvement 
to UK roads since the Romans left 16 
centuries ago, a report from the RAC 
Foundation has said. 

Britain faced “a road to ruin” unless there 
was long-term transport vision, the Foundation 
added. 

Indecision, poor management, the formation 
of transport departments that do not have a 
clear remit, and a lack of long-term vision has 
set back the development of UK roads 
immeasurably, the report said. 

It said that it took 100 years for government 
to take responsibility for main roads after the 
turnpike system declined in the mid-19th 
century 

The Foundation warned that Britain was 
facing the same economic and financial 
problems in future years if a coherent long¬ 
term plan was not put in place. 

The Foundation reported: 

■ The motor vehicle was not a legally 
recognised mode of transport until 1896 

■ By 1910, a total of 140,000 cars were travelling 
on UK roads making driving a tax option for 
the Treasury 

■ A National Road Board was set up in 1910 and 
ran for nine years, putting aside taxes for road 
improvements 

■ The Ministry of Transport replaced the 
board in 1919 

■ Economic difficulties in the period after the 
First World War and the Second World War 
itself created five false starts to the Ministry’s 
road programme 

■ Thirty-eight years after the Ministry was 
founded, the first motorway was built in 1957, a 
century after turnpikes had ceased to exist. 

Sheila Rainger, acting director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: “Without the Romans, the

turnpike system and the Ministry of 
Transport’s on-off road building programme 
the UK’s roads would be in an even worse state 
than they are today 

“Badly-planned, poorly-configured, 
piecemeal road-building programmes should be 
a feature of our country’s past. Road-user 
charging could be part of the future solution, 
but recent debate has shown this idea to be less 
popular than turnpikes. 

“To avoid roads to ruin we need to learn from 
these mistakes, and develop stronger planning 
frameworks and more powerful delivery 
organisations with a clear duty to develop and 
manage the strategic road network.” 

A separate report has warned that almost 
one-fifth of all cars could be on the road with 
their drivers unaware of “potentially 
dangerous”, and costly, damage caused by 
potholes. 

The report, from independent mechanical 
breakdown insurer, Warranty Direct, says 
that with the average motorist suffering a 


mechanical failure once every three years, six 
million vehicles - nearly 19 percent of the cars 
on the road - could have pothole-related 
damage that may not be immediately 
apparent to the driver. 

“An increasing number of motorists are 
only discovering the kind of faults directly 
attributable to poor roads during an annual 
service or MoT,” says Duncan McClure Fisher, 
managing director of Warranty Direct. 

“That’s an alarming state of affairs given the 
potential danger of failures like wheel 
bearings, tyres and steering racks.” 

Every year, around 60 per cent of all claims 
processed by the firm relate to suspension and 
axle damage consistent with that caused by 
Britain’s rutted and poorly-maintained roads. 

The Annual Local Authority Road 
Maintenance report states that there is a 
shortfall of £1 billion to bring the country’s 
roads up to standard. Last year, Warranty 
Direct set up the website www.potholes.co.uk 
to campaign for better road maintenance, and 
give drivers advice on how to claim 
compensation from local authorities. 

One car owner from the Epping Forest area 
told Potholes.co.uk that, having taken his car 
to a garage for unrelated work, he was told 
that one of his rear wheels had pothole- 
consistent damage that made his car 
unroadworthy 

Without proof of where and when the 
damage was caused, he had to fork out £535 for 
a new wheel, bearing kit and holding arm 
without being able to claim compensation 
from his local council.
